7 . -[S p ecial.] — If 
an y th in g wero needed to conv ince the op­ 
ponents of H aw aiian ann ex ation that the 
U n ited States should take in that group 
of Islands as a m ilitary ex pedient, if for 
no other reason, the recent nav al m ov e­ 
m ents in the far east hav e afforded the ar­ 
gum ent. 
On the coast of A sia our ileet 
w as really com pelled either to attack the 
Philippines and there secure a base of 
operations or else to cut and run for home, 
m any thousands of m iles aw ay . 
This was 
true because as soon as tho n ations of that 
part of tho w orld declared their neutrality 
nur warships wero under obligation to 
leav e the 
harbors and 
to cease using 
friendly ports as headquarters. 
The near­ 
est United S tates port w as aw ay across 
the Pacific ocean, w hile Spain had ports 
ut Manilla, but tw’o day s’ steam in g from 
H ongkong. 
For this reason r.rd not so 
much Irani n desire to capture the P h ilip ­ 
pines the adv ance upon M anilla w as or­ 
dered. 
If the Spanish ileet in A ria tie waters 
had been strong r than ours, wo should 
still hav e been compelled to g i\ o battle or 
to retire to th ii side of the Pacific. 
Prob- 
al ly prudence w ould hav e com pelled us to 
adopt the l a t t e r course, and 
f ho 
m ean in g 
of that w ould lu* t ha t 
the scene cf opera­ 
tions w as transferred from near tho coast

If to this were added construction of tho 
N icaragua canal, tho ad v an tage w ould be 
infinitely greater. 
For instance, instead 
of rem ain in g in A siatic w aters, as at pres­ 
ent, A d m iral D ew ey 's fleet, h av in g de­ 
stroy ed the only floating en em y that m e n ­ 
aced our m erch an t m arine, could start at 
once for Cuban w aters v ia th e N icaragua 
canal.

Prof. G. C. Heritage,of the Northern 
Illinois Normal School 
sp oke from 
brief noten of ‘ The Anglo-Sax on, His­ 
torically ,' d welling on climatic influ ­ 
ences in the formation of gov erning 
traits of character. 
He p ictu red the 
storm rocked crad le of the race on the 
shores of the North Sea, and how the 
elemental strife gav e to the race its 
v igor and those q u alities of stu rd y p er­ 
sistency and restless energy which hav e 
sent it arou nd the globe conq u ering 
and to conq u er. 
He then followed the 
early history of the race in the British 
Isles and from there to ou r own shores* 
sp oke of the close lines of consangu in­ 
ity between th e p eop le of this and of 
the mother cou ntry , of the 
mu tu al 
resp ect which shou ld ex ist between 
the two nations. 
Miss Nellie Moore then read , by in­ 
v itation and withou t op p ortu nity for 
p rev iou s p eru sal, W. W. Story ’s fine 
d escrip tiv e p oem on 
“ The 
English 
L angu age.“ 
Prof. B. F. Bu llard , then read a v ery 
ex cellent and carefu lly p rep ared p a­ 
p er on “ The Anglo-Sax on—Present 
and Fu tu re,” in which he showed th a t 
this d ominant race, now one-sev enth of 
the world 's p op u lation, is so rap id ly in­ 
creasing by its p ower of absorbtion 
as that, following the p ast ratio, by the 
end of the coming centu ry to embrace 
a majority of the e a r t h ’s inhabitants.

AS LABOR SEES WAR. 


SAMUEL GOMPERS SAYS THE WORK­ 


ING CLASSES ARE FOR PEACE.

"Am erican labor wishes Cu ba to bo 
free. 
The American Federation of La­ 
bor, representing 000,000 work ingmen, 
desires Cu ba free from nil Spanish con­ 
trol. 
Bu t American labor does not de­ 
sire war if there is any honorable way 
to avoid it. American labor k nows that 
if there is war the great bu rden of the 
stru ggle mu st fall u pon the laboring 
men. 
They mu st fu rnish the volu nteer 
soldiers, they mu st give their bodies to 
the battlefield, and 
they m u st leave 
widows and orphans for charity to pro­ 
tect. 
In all history never was there a 
qu estion of national honor settled by 
bloodshed.” 
Thu s spok e Samu el Gompers, presi­ 
dent of the American Federation of L a­ 
bor, the other evening in Chicago, 
where he has been adju sting matters of 
interest to the local labor organizations. 
"U nderstand m e,” continu ed 
Mr, 
Gompers, "as not meaning to intim ate 
that American labor is not prepared to

stand for the flag and the nation with 
its heart’s blood. Bu t as I have traveled 
throu gh the rank s of organized labor 
since March 81 I have fou nd the senti­ 
ment to bo almost u nanimou s that if 
Cu ba cou ld ho freed and reparation fu r 
the loss of the Maine cou ld be secu red 
w ithou t bloodshed it shou ld bo done. 
If war mu st be, then labor w ill he in 
tho front van. It is my personal opinion 
that a conflict is almost inevitable. 
‘‘You m u st u nderstand that, for tin- 
last 25 years, in this cou ntry a great 
work of hu manizing men in their rela­ 
tions to each other lias been going on. 
It has been a tremendou s reorganization 
of tho social and political as well as the 
economic relations of men to each other. 
They have been draw ing closer togeth­ 
er, and the more harmoniou s relations 
of labor and capital are evidence of tho 
strength of this movement. W ar means 
a setback to this reorganization, a seri­ 
ou s blow to its progress for years to 
come. 
‘‘Again, a revival of healthy indu s­ 
trial conditions is at hand. The impetu s 
of increased work is felt on all sides. 
War means an interru ption of this. 
" T he laboring man of today, the man 
in the rank s of organized labor, was 
never think ing as mu ch as ho is at the 
present time, and ho is not crying for 
war. Is it necessary that, becau se a pro- 
Weylerite, for political reasons, 
de­ 
stroyed ou r Maine, we shou ld seek repa­ 
ration by shedding the blood of other 
men? Aro there not other honorable 
modes of reparation to be obtained? 
When it is determined there are not 
su ch modes, then consideration of war 
will be another qu estion.” 
Of labor organizations Mr. Gompers 
went on to say: ‘‘They 
were never 
stronger. 
1 think capitalists and the 
work ingm en are closer together than 
ever, au d we have reached that point 
whero there is no hu man power that can 
destroy tho labor organizations of tho 
United States. 
The fact that these or­ 
ganizations have gone throu gh the period 
of indu strial depression withou t becom­ 
ing disorganized has increased tho con­ 
fidence and respect in them on the part 
of the employer. 
‘‘Fu rther, there is more work for la­ 
bor today than there has been for some 
time past. 
Labor is more in demand, 
au d. while here and there some differ­ 
ences e/ist, they are not seriou s, and 
the general situ ation is most excellent 
" O f cou rse the preparations fu r war 
have 
increased the work in 
certain 
branches of labor enormou sly, bu t to 
offset this is tho fact that while war is 
im m inent or when it becomes a certain­ 
ty there will be mu ch capital withheld 
from investment becau se of capital’s 
tim idity This will affect indu strial con­ 
ditions to a certain extent. 
The Cu ban 
qu estion will trou ble everything u ntil it 
is settled, and that is one of the power­ 
fu l reasons why labor wishes for the 
freedom of Cu ba. A more powerfu l rea­ 
son is that the granting of political free­ 
dom to u people bu t precedes the secu r­ 
ing for them of economic freedom. A lt­ 
er political freedom is secu red for Cu ba 
tho great qu estions will arise of econ­ 
omic freedom, and in all this American 
labor is vitally interested and opposed 
to the existence of any rotten Spanish 
au tocracy in Cu ba. ” —Chicago Times- 
llerald.

(§ i " O u r Military Prepare* 
; tiou s, ” said that we are not prepared 
fu r war. We will be able to fightHpaiu , 
be said, bu t there is great danger of in­ 
tervention by some other nation angered 
by ou r Monroe doctrine and enviou s of 
ou r prosperity. 
"W hen this trou ble began,” he said, 
" it is safe to say that there were not 
more than five rou nds of ammu nition 
for eu ch available gu n. 
This has been 
overcome only to the measu re that we 
can cope with bpain, who was in ju st as 
bad a fix. Millions of men do not mak e 
soldiers in an instant, and millions of 
dollars cannot mak e gu ns and ships in 
a short time. 
It tak es from 18 months 
to two years to bu ild one of the big 
modern gu ns and almost as mu ch time 
to get its ammu nition. 
Y’ou cannot get 
you r ships in a m om ent’s notice, and 
the m ark et is not stock ed with good 
material either in ships or in gu ns and 
ammu nition. 
" I t is the same way w ith the army. 
We cannot get ou t so many soldiers as 
we think . 
They m u st be trained. 
In 
New York we are reasonably protected, 
and with the gu ns, mortars and mines 
now being pu t u p we wou ld be aide to 
feel fairly safe. 
The mines in ou r har 
bor can be reasoned to be dangerou s to 
the enemy by a consideration of the pic­ 
tu res shown u s of the last moment of 
the Maine in Havana harbor.” —New 
York World.

H a rold G a lp lu T ell* o f th e P ec u lia ritie s

At first there was some difficu lty in 
mak ing the ted men obey orders au d 
when a su bofLcer gave them an order 
they wou ld hu nt u p the su perior and 
mak e su re that the order was all right. 
On one occasion a volu nteer was wanted 
from each company for smno dangerou s 
vedette work and tho He in I India i was 
the first of his company to volu nteer. 
Each of the other Indians at once su p- 
ped forward and refu sed to retu rn to 
the rank s, saying, " H e go, me go,” and 
they all w ent.— Milwau k ee Sentinel.

Au India na Roy’s M isa dv enture In th e 
"Penlta ntes' ” Doma in. 
Glen Hunt of Kokomo, Ind., had a 
thrilling experience a few da ys ago, the 
particulars of which he wrote to his 
parents. 
While touring through a wild 
and remote region of New Mexico with 
a companion he ran into a semibarha- 
rons tribe of people known as “ Peni- 
ta utes,” whose custom is to do peuauce 
for sins committed and ward off ev il 
spirits by scourging themselv es with 
cactus whips, 
lacerating 
their 
bare 
backs with broken glass, ca rrying heav y 
crosses and other sev ere tortures. 
It is a 
custom with them to apply this torture 
to all persons who show themselv es in 
the domain of 
the 
Pemtuntes, 
and 
Mr. Hunt 
and 
his companion were 
promptly taken in charge by the na tiv es 
aud subjected to the sev ere superstitious 
treatment. Writing from Mora, M. M., 
Mr. Hunt sa ys: 
“ I heard a noise behind me, but be­ 
fore I could turn around a man jumped 
on my back, aud they had me. Four of 
them dragged me into an old building 
aud through sev eral rooms, the dark 
a partments 
being 
separated 
by 
low 
doors. I supposed they intended to rob 
me, then kill me. ¿ My bands were tied, 
and when I screamed they tied au old 
rag around my face, closing my mouth 
so I could scarcely get my breath. 
I 
tried to speak to them in English and 
Spanish, but they paid na heed. 
“ After my hands were tied behind 
my back and my mouth stopped they 
blindfolded me, then strapped a long 
wooden cross, weighing 70 pounds, to 
my shoulder. 1 wa s then led to another 
part iff the place, where the Penita ntes 
applied the ca ctus whip to my back, 
la ying 0 1 1 the tortuous weapon with all 
tli« strength at their command. 
1 was 
fea rfully lacerated by the prickly whip, 
aud I w ill be sore for a long time from 
the effects of the merciless ca stiga tion. 
After flaying me raw and bhxxiy I was 
taken to tin door and told in Spanish to 
clear out. 
istill blindfolded ant^ ha nd­ 
cuffed, 1 wandered awa y, ca rrying the 
hea v y cross, and after a long, wea ry 
tramp 1 wa s rescued. 
My companion 
wa s giv en the same treatment, but he 
escaped 
w hile 
they 
were 
whipping

W illia m Carti» Predict« Tha t It W ill B e 
a l.ons >nd Bloody Struggle. 
The prev ailing impression among of- 
fleers of the army and nav y and many 
members of congress that a war with 
Spain will be like a French duel is based 
upon a misconception of the Spanish 
character. 
They seem to think that it 
is only necessary for u-’ to send a fleet 
to Cuba, bombard a town or two and 
tell the Spanish to get out. 
But they 
will learn by bitter and bloody experi­ 
ence th.it, as General Miles says, “ war 
is not a festiv a l,” and that, when cor­ 
nered, the 
Spaniards w ill fight like 
wildcats. 
I 
predict, unless 
the Eu 
ropeau powers interv ene, that it w ill be 
a long and bloody struggle, and that 
when the Spa nish army ev acuates Cuba 
it will lea v e a heap of uninha bited 
ruins. 
When I was in Ha v a na a year 
ago, the Spanish residents used to a s­ 
sert, with fire 111 their eyes, tiiat rather 
than giv e up the island either to the 
insurgents or to a foreign power they 
would destroy ev erything of v a lue upon 
its surface and leav e not one stone upon 
another. 
That is the Spanish disposi- 
tion, and it is the natural thing for 
them to do. Wha t they cannot keep they 
will destroy, and the Cuban exiles now 
in Washington believ e it w ill be the 
fate of their belov ed island. 
While the ministry at Madrid is ta lk­ 
ing peace and offering concessions G en­ 
eral Blanco is preparing for resistance, 
aud he lias recently issued an order for 
a military census of Cuba and the e n ­ 
listment of ev ery man between the ages 
of 19 and 50 “ for the defense of the 
teri itorv . “ < 'ommanders of districts are 
required to enroll, orga nize and arm 
the 
ri serv es at the « earliest possible 
tnoMcut and report to him promptly, 
id has nl.-o i -tied an order for the a n n ­ 
uo. of the firemen of ev ery city and 
toe-ii under Spa nish control and lias 
instructed them to report to the local 
• m a nder. 
He is ta king a census to 
asct rtain the number of horses, m a les 
and oxen oil the island and their loca- 
ti« 11 in order that they may be seized 
for 
milita ry 
purposes.
